COTTON BELT PLA 
T0 TAKE UP GOLD 
GULDER BONDS 


Road to Offer Holders Sec- 
ond Mortgage and New 
Third Debenture Paper 
at 10 Per Cent Premium. 


PROPOSAL FILED 


IN U. S. COURT 


Also Submitted to I. C. C. 
—<Acceptance by Two- 
Thirds of Creditors Would 
Be Required. 


The plan of reorganization for 
the Cotton Belt Railroad was filed 
today in Federal Court in St. Louis 
and with the Interstate Commerce 
Commission in Washington. The 
plan proposes to give to the holders 
of one of the railroad’s bond issues 
which is payable in Dutch guilders, 
a premium of 10 per cent in new 
debentures which, with new second 
mortgage bonds, would be offered 
in exchange for the present third 
mortgage bonds payable in guild- 
ers. - 

The United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals decided recently that the 
trustee of the bond issue payable 
in guilders, could declare the entire 
issue payable at once. Of these 
bonds, $8,063,000 arfe in the hands 
of the public.- Berryman Henwood, 
trustee of the rairload, estimated 
recently that the decision, if sus- 
tained, would increase the road’s 
obligation on these bonds by 70 per 
cent, as the builder is still on the 
gold standard. 

The reorganization plan _  pro- 
poses to give the holders of these 
bonds (St. Louis Southwestern First 
Terminal) second mortgage bonds 
equivalent to 25 per cent of their 
present bonds, 85 pe rcent in new 
4 per cent noncumulative deben- 
tures, the 10 per cent premium, in 


. debentures, being offered to com- 


pensate the bondholders for the 
“giulder clause” in their present 
bonds. 


Capitalization Would Be Cut. 


Capitalization of the railroad, un- 
der the reorganization plan, would 
be reduced from $112,319,310 to $94,- 
619,165. If approved by two-thirds, 
in amount, of the road's creditors, 
in each classification, the Court 
may order that the plan be put into 
operation. Hearings ontthe plan 
will be held by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, 

The plan proposes that the reor- 
ganized company will assume the 
existing’ $20,000,000 in first mort- 
gage bonds and $957,000 in equip- 
ment trust certificates of the parent 
company, as well as first mortgage 
bonds of its subsidiaries, Gray's 
Point Terminal and Shreveport 
Bridge and Terminal, which total 
‘$950,000. 

The present second mortgage 
bonds, totaling $3,042,500, would be 
replaced with new second mort- 
gage bonds which would be larger 
in amount. The new second mort- 
gage bonds would go to holders of 
the $8,063,000 in third mortgage 
bonds which are in the hands of the 
public, in partial satisfaction. of 
their claims, as well as to the hold- 
ers of the present second mortgage 
bonds and $19,600,000 of the new 
second mortgage bonds would be 
reserved for improvements and bet- 
terments. 


Debentures for 4th Mortgage Bonds. 


Debentures would be issued in 
exchange for the present fourth 
mortgage (general and refunding) 
bonds, totaling $9,327,500; the $17,- 
882,250 note to the RFC now held 
by the Southern Pacific Co.: and 
the notes held by banks, $3,500,000 
by the Chase National of New York 
and $1,000,000 by the Mississippi 
Valley Trust Co. 

The railroad’s $1,500,000 debt to 
the Railroad Credit Corporation 
would be assumed by the reorgan- 
ized company in the form of a 
10-year serial note, bearing interest 
at 2 per cent a year, and secured 
by the collateral now posted. 

The holders of the road’s $19,893,- 
600 in preferred stock would get 70 
per cent (par value) in’ new com- 
mon stock and the present common 
stock holders would get 35 per cent 
in new common stock of their pres- 
ent $17,186,100 (par value) holdings. 

Interest accumulated on defauit- 
ed bonds would be paid in the same 
securities offered in payment of the 
principal. Interest on the third 
mortgage bonds would be paid in 
debentures only.

able means of livelihood. The let- 
ter actually said she had sold them 
at $100 each, made $500 in a day, 
but she was allowed to testify she 
had omitted the decimal points in- 
advertently. 

Continuing the introduction of 
letters written by Mrs.. Thomas- 
son from Chicago to Jones, which 
the defense had questioned her 
about briefly, Blanton read one 
dated July 6, 1935, which read: 
“Well, Wilfred, I will try to make 
the grade but will not promise any 
results. Pray fo rme that I ma 
make good.” She was, she had tes- 
tified, supposed to aid at the time 
in getting the so-called Price baby, 
which was first to have been used 
i nthe hoax, but was taken ill. 

When Price Baby Died. 

Then another letter, dated July 
18, two days after the Price baby 
died at Jewish Hospital, said, in 
part: “I was sorry to hear that 
the important party in that case 
has turned out that way.

But hope it will turn 
out all right for you in the end.” 

Verne R. C, Lacy, attorney for

“Our conclusion is,” the Court 
went on, “that we have no authority 
to review the impeachment proceed- 
ings held in the Senate and decide 
whether the accusations made 
against the plantiff were such that 
he could properly be impeached 
thereon.” 

It declined to pass on the ques 
tion of whether his acquittal on the 
first six articles was “a bar to 
prosecution under the seventh.” 
Ritter, convicted last April on 
House impeachment. charges, argued 
he was placed in jeopardy twice on 
the same offense. He contended the 
seventh and last article of im- 
ent, on which he was con- 
victed, did no more than to sum up 
the charges contained in the six ar- 
ticles of which he already had been 
acquitted.

He insisted his conviction was 
illegal, claiming the right to full 
salary for last April, the month the 
Senate convicted: him and refused 
salary for the first 17 days of ‘the 
month. 

At the time the case was argued, 
Ritter’s attorney: indicated the case 
would be appealed to the Supreme 
Court if he lost in the Court of 
Claims.

‘LEGAL EXCISE TAX 
IN CONGRESS’ POWER’ 


Judge George C. Sweeney 
Adds: ‘It Is for General 
Welfare of Nation’—Ap- 
peal to Be Taken. 


By the Associated Press. 

BOSTON, Dec. 7.—United States 
District Judge George C. Sweeney 
ruled today that the Federal Social 
Security Act was legal when he de- 
nied George P. Davis of Waltham, a 
stockholder of the Boston & Maine 
Railroad, an injunction which would 
have prevented the railroad from 
paying unemployment insurance. 

In dismissing the petition, Judge 
Sweeney said: 

“It is a valid excise tax. It does 
not exceed the powers of Congress. 
It is a tax for the general welfare 
of the nation.” 

Davis said he would appeal to the 
United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals. 

The case, said United States At- 
torney Francis J. W. Ford, was the 
first on which a ruling has been 
made in the country. 

Davis originally sought the in- 
junction to prevent both payment 
o. the state and Federal tax, but 
dropped his action against the state 
act to allow the Federal case to be 
considered. He attacked the con- 
stitutionality of section 9 of the 
act on the ground it was unconsti- 
tutional and not an excise tax. 

Assistant United States Attorney 
Arthur L. Murray said the old age 
pension feature of the act, section 
8, also had been attacked, but briefs 
have not been completed and no 
ruling was made on that phase of 
the act. 

Holds Tax Valid. 

Judge Sweeney, in concluding his 
opinion, said: 

“TL rule that the tax imposed on 
the Title 9 of the Social Security 
Act is a valid excise under the tax- 
ing powers imposed in Congress, 
but it does not exceed the limitation 
of uniformity, that it is to provide 
for the general welfare of the 

Jnited States and is therefore con- 
atitutional. The prayer for the in- 
junction is denied, and the bill is 
to be dismissed.” 

The plaintiff gave notice that he 
would appeal. 

Judge Sweeney, in part, said: 

‘The act with which we are deal- 
ing purports to be nothing other 
than excise tax, and purports to be 
guided by the limitation of uni- 
formity. There is no contention by 
anyone that @t is a direct tax, and 
therefore subject to the limitation 
of apportionment.” 

The Court cited the Spreckels 
Sugar Refining Co. case, and said: 

‘The Supreme Court of the United 
States did not question the validity 
of a tax imposed upon the doing of 
business. It would seem to follow 
that a tax upon having individuals 
in employ would not be open to the 
question whether the Congress has 
exceeded its powers in thus levying 
a tax.” 

The court pointed out that the 
tax under title 9 is all inclusive as 
to business with the exception of 
the exemptions specified in the act. 
The court also said that if ‘a par- 
ticular industry, such as the sugar 
refining industry, can be made sub- 
ject to a special excise tax it would 
geem to follow that a tax with re- 
spect to having individuals in em- 
ploy would be equally valid. 

Valid as Excise. 

“In the light of the many taxes, 
which have been held valid as ex- 
cises, I am of the opinion that the 
tax laid by title 9 of the act is 
valid as an excise,” the court said. 

The court then cited many excise 
taxes which have been held con- 
stitutional, including a tax on the 
use of carriages for the conveyances 
of persons, a tax on the issuance of 
state bank notes and a tax on the 
selling of lottery tickets and liquor. 

“Holding as I do,” the court said, 
“that the tax imposed does not go 
beyond the authority of Congress 
to impose this tax as an excise, it 
follows that there is no confiscation 
as urged by the petitioner, unless 
the tax exceeds the limitations im- 
posed by the constitution. 

“As to the question of uniformity 
the tax in question is laid on ever 
business throughout the United 
States without regard to geographi- 
cal location or intrinsic value. There 
is no question raised that the tax 
imposed does not cover all indus- 
tries of a similar nature wherever 
situated.”

RULING ON DIVIDENDS 
OF HOLDING COMPANIES 


Securities Commission Bars 
Payments Without First 
Getting Its Approval. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—Exercis- 
ing powers under the Public Utility 
Holding Company Act, the Securi- 
ties Commission yesterday prohibit- 
ed .registered holding companies 
from paying dividends unless ap- 


proved by the commission. 

The order was issued under that 
section of the act which gives the 
commission power to prevent the 
dividend payments in order “to pro- 
tect the financial integrity of the 
companies in holding company sys- 
tems, to safeguard the working cap- 
ital of public utility companies, to 
prevent the payment of dividends 
out of capital or unearned surplus.” 

The commission’s order, which 
becomes effective Jan. 1, 1937, reads 
as follows: 

“Except upon application to, and 
approval by order of, the commis- 
sion, no registered holding company 
nor subsidiary company thereof 
shall declare or pay any dividend on 
any security of such company out 
of capital or unearned surplus oth- 
er than a dividend in liquidation of 
a subsidiary, all of whose securities 
are owned by the recipient of the 
dividend.” 

In another ruling the commission 
permitted the continuation of man- 
agerial and service relations with- 
out the necessity of obtaining the 
commission’s“approval. , 

Before the adoption of this rule, 
such service could be given only on 
the specific approval of the com- 
mission. 

The new order is subject ‘to a 30- 
day limitation. If during the 30-day 
exemption period a service company 
submits an application for approval, 
such company may continue to pro- 
vide service until the commission 
shall have taken final action on the 
application. 


BLIND GIRL AN ITINERANT 


Tells El Paso Police She Walked 
and. Rode Over. the Country. 
By the Associated Press. 

EL PASO, Tex., Dec. 7.—Priscilla 
Love, 18 years old, a blind girl, 
told at the El Paso jail last night 
how she and another girl, partly 
blind, walked and rode over half 
the nation before becoming strand- 
ed here. 

Priscilla and Kathleen Pensinger 
fled from the New York State 
School for Blind at Batavia, N.Y., 
Nov. 11 after a school girl prank 
—meeting two boys in an ice cream 
parlor—provoked displeasure of 
school officers, the girl said. 

Abandoned by Kathleen shortly 
after arriving here, Priscilla said 
truck drivers, traveling salesmen 
and tourists gave them “lifts” and 
bought them food.

ROBBERS ESCAPE. 
IN HOLDUP, CHASE 
AND AUTO WRECK 


| Two Obtain. $30 at Filling 


Station, Get in Pistol 
Fight With University 
City Police, Speed Away 


FLEE SEPARATELY 


* AFTER ACCIDENT’ 


One Thief and Woman 
Steal Car of Man Who 
Stopped to Aid; Take 
Mother-in-Law, Along. 


Two men who had held up a fill- 
ing station at 1201 Ferguson ave- 
nue, University City, shortly after 
6 o'clock last night, escaped under 
fire of two police officers, and later 
wrecked their automobile near Page 
avenue and Link road. 

From there one of them, and a 
woman companion, drove off in the 
automobile of Elwood Gooldy, 1609 
Highland avenue, Wellston, who 
had stopped to assist them. They 
took with them Gooldy’s mother-in- 
law, Mrs. Demetra Norrid, 78 years 
old, and left Gooldy behind. 

The second robber was last seen 
walking north on Link road. In a 
tavern nearby deputy sheriffs 
found the owner of the wrecked 


machine. Roland Robichaud of Law- 


rence, Mass., who told of having 
been kidnaped at Lawrence Friday 
night and being forced to accom- 
pany the two robbers and their 
woman companion to St. Louis. 

An hour after the holdup. the 
robber and his woman friend aban- 
doned Gooldy’s automobile in the 
1400 block of Shawmut, place, leav- 
ing Mrs. Norrid in the car. She was 
not harmed, but was nervously up- 
set by the experience. The robber 
had threatened to shoot her if she 
made any outcry, she said. 


Patrolmen Meet Robbers. 

The robbers’ flight began in the 
6800 block of Julian avenue, around 
the corner from the filling station, 
where they had parked the auto- 


mobile..during the holdup, leaving | 


the woman”’and Robichaud in the’ 
car. 

Patrolmen William Stokes and 
Robert Bonzo, knowing nothing of 
the robbery, but informed that there 
was a “suspicious” automobile in 
the neighborhood, drove up to the 
automobile just as the robbers were 
walking back to it after holding up 
Robert Bradbury, attendant in the 
filling station, and robbing him of 
$30. 

As Stokes got out of the police 
automobile, one of the robbers or- 
dered him to “get right back in 
there,” and fired a shot at him. 
Stokes fell flat on the ground as 
the robbers jumped into their auto- 
mobile, and fired three shots at the 
car as it was driven away. Bonzo 
fired six times in the brief chase 
before the robbers’ car outdistanced 
that of the policemen. 


Auto Goes Down Bank, Upsets. 


Near Link road and Page avenue, 
the robbers’ car ran off the road 
and down a 30-foot embankment, 
rolling over and coming to rest on 
its top. It was then that Gooldy, 
passing by, saw the wreck and 
stopped to offer his assistance. As 
Gooldy was examining the wrecked 
car, the woman and one of the rob- 
bers drove off in his. 

Robichaud, 24 years old, told 
county officers he was a taxicab 
driver at Lawrence, and that his 
cab, the wrecked automobile, had 
been engaged there Friday by one 
of the robbers. The robber, he said, 
had directed him to an apartment, 
to get some luggage, and in the 
apartment he had been overpow- 
ered by the robber who had engaged 
his cab and the other robber, who 
was waiting in the apartment. 

The robbers tied him to a bed, 
Robichaud continued, and left the 
apartment, returning after a time 
with the woman. Then they or- 
dered him to drive them on the trip 
which ended in St. Louis. 

Robichaud said he had not had 
a good opportunity to escape from 
his captors, and was influenced in 


that they might pay him for the 
trip. During the filling station 
holdup, he said, he was locked in 
the car with the woman. 

One of the shots fired by the po- 
licemen as the robbers fled from 
the filling station pierced the hood 
of Robichaud’s automobile, 

Robichaud Reporting Missing. 

Chief Deputy Sheriff old Will- 
man, in a_ telephone nversation 
with police at Lawrence, learned 
that Robichaud had been reported 
missing Saturday by his parents.

We want 
no stich nationalism in American 
athletics. They must always be un- 
der control of private, individual 
enterprise which thoroughly under- 
stands the aspirations and needs of 
the American youh.”

Mahoney won, 199 3-7 to 127 4-7 
after a bitterly-waged battle be- 
tween opposing factions on the 
floor of the convention at yester- 
day’s closing session. 

The outcome was simultaneously

dage, who retired after wielding the 
gavel for seven of the last eight 
years, (2), a personal triumph for 
Mahoney, who himself met defeat 
a year ago while occupying® the 
presidential chair, and (3) a return 
to power for the forces which sup- 
ported the Olympic boycott in 1935. 

One of Mahoney's first official 
acts was to name as a delegate-at- 
large to the 1937 meeting Commo- 
dore Ernest Lee Jahncke of New 
Orleans, dropped from member- 
ship on the International Olympic 
Committee last summer at Berlin 
after coming out against holding 
the games under Nazi auspices. 
Jahncke’s place on the I. O. C, had 
been filled by Brundage. 

Six-Point Program Planned. 
The new administartion’s  six- 

point program, as outlined by Ma- 
honey to the Associated Press, fol- 
lows: 

1. Change the constitution and 
by-laws, to eliminate time wasted 
at conventions, removing ambiguity 
that leads to wrangling, and clearly 
defining duties of officers and com- 
mittees. 

2. Provide more encouragement 
for the “average athlete,” who com- 
prises the bulk of American com- 
petitive youth, place less emphasis

Million Parade in Red Square 
To Acclaim New Constitution: 


Workers March for Four Hours in Moscow— 
Celebration Broadcast in Eight 
Languages on 15 Wave Lengths. 


By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, Dec. 7.—More than 
1,000,000 workers paraded yesterday 
through Red Square in a dense fog 
to hear the new Russian Constitu- 
tion proclaimed. Some estimates 
placed the number of paraders as 
high as 2,000,000. 

Simultaneously, demonstrations 
were held throughout Soviet Russia 
while the’ Communist party radio 
station, broadcasting on 15 wave 
lengths in eight languages, spread 
the news of the demonstration 
through the world. 

The Constitution was approved 
Saturday by the Congress of So- 
viets after a number of amendments 
were made, one of which empow- 
ered the Government to declare 
war “in case of necessity.” It also 
established two houses of Parlia- 
ment of equal numbers to be elect- 
ed by direct vote of the people. 

Joseph Stalin, general secretary 
of the Communist party, was miss- 
ing from the Lenin tribune as 
workers and soldiers were jammed 
in every corner of the great square 
at noon to hear Nikitta Khruschov, 
head of the Moscow committee of 
the Communist party, praise the 
Constitution, 

Highlights of Speech. 
“Moscow congratulates the work- 
ers of the world on the new Con- 
stitution,” he said. “When the Con- 
stitution was ratified, the dream of 
centuries was realized, The sun of 
Communism has risen on the world. 
“Fascists and capitalists see the 
approaching peril, they feel it im- 
minent. 

“If enraged Fascists dare to at- 
tack our borders, we will have al- 
lies in those very countries that 
fight against us. Workers in those 
countries will be friends of our 
Socialists. 

“Let Fascists remember this, and 
let all enemies of the Soviet Union 
know that the victorious march of 
the world populations toward Com- 
munism cannot be stopped. 

“We will go to Communism under 
the leadership of our great Stalin.” 
His speech was translated into 
French, English, German, Spanish, 
Hungarian and other tongues and 


} 


broadcast on frequencies entirely 
around the low-wave dial. 

Stalin’s Absence Not Explained. 

Except for Stalin, all other Gov- 
ernment leaders were on the tri- 
bune. There was no explanation 
of Stalin’s absence but it was be- 
lieved he remgined indoors because 
of the disagreeable day. 

The fog was so dense that build- 
ings at either end of the square 
were hidden from the spectators in 
the square. The spires of the Krem- 
lin were invisible to those who stood 
on the tribune. 

The parade, which streamed 
through the square for four hours, 
was hastily organized after the 
adoption of the constitution. Most 
of the thousands of banners and 
pictures of Stalin and Lenin. ex- 
hibited by the paraders ‘were. sal- 
vaged from those used in the cele- 
brations Nov. 7 but there were a few, 
hastily-fashioned new ones which 
praised the constitution and quoted 
pertinent excerpts from speeches of 
Government leaders before the Con- 
gress. 

“Under the banner of the party 
of Lenin and Stalin, under the ban- 
ner of Stalin’s constitution — for- 
ward to Communism,” said a ban- 
ner, 50 feet high, erected on a build- 
ing across the square facing the 
tribune. But few saw it because of 
the fog. 

Spanish Envoy at Celebration. 

Spanish Ambassador Marcelino 
Pascua was the only envoy in the 
diplomatic box. He came on his 
own initiative, stating he wanted to 
see the great demonstration. Other 
diplomats, apparently either be- 
cause they were not invited or did 
not care to brave the fog and a rain 
which washed out the winter's‘ first 
snowfall in Moscow, were absent. 

Beginning Saturday night and 
continuing through yesterday, the 
new constitution was read through- 
out the Soviet Union in more than 
60 languages. Distant stations 
picked up the Moscow broadcast, re- 
laying it to the Arctic, to the Far 
East to outer Mongolia, to the cen- 
tral Asian deserts, to remote fast- 
nesses everywhere, and to ships at 


sea.

HUANG FU, ACTING PREMIER 
OF CHINA IN-1924, DIES 


Adviser to Delegation at Washing- 
ton Naval Conference; Wrote 
Book on Lessons of War. 

SHANGHAI, Dec. 7.—Huang Fu, 
who was acting Premier in 1924 and 
Minister of Foreign Affairs in the 
Nanking Government ‘in 1927-28, 
died yesterday of cancer. He was 
53 years old. 


Huang Fu, soldier and Govern 
ment official, visited the United 
States in 1914 and again in 1921-22, 
when he was.adviser to the Chinese 


delegation at the Washington Na- 
val Conference, 

His last Government post was 
that of Minister of Interior of the 
Government at Nanking, from 
which he resigned soon after his 
appointment in December, 1934, be- 
cause of ill health. 

He was the author of “Lessons 
From the Européan War and the 
Future of China” and “The World 
After the War,” both written in 
Chinese, and before the Washing- 
ton conference he wrote a book, 
“The Initiation of the Washington 
Conference and Its Tendencies.”

Oregon Case Raises Free Speech 
Question Again in Supreme Court 


Communist Haranguer, Sentenced to Seven 
Years, Challenges . Constitutionality of 
Oregon’s Criminal Syndicalism Law. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

PORTLAND, Ore., Dec. 7. — The 
rights of free speech and assembly, 
under constitutional guaranties, are 
involved in the Dirk de Jonge case, 
arising under the Oregon criminal 
syndicalism laws, much as they 
were in the well-known Whitney 
case in California. 

De Jonge, a Communist, was 
convicted in State courts and sen- 
tenced to seven years in the peni- 
tentiary, and now has appealed to 
the United States Supreme Court, 
questioning the constitutionality of 
the Oregon laws under which he 
was convicted. 

The criminal syndicalism laws of 
Oregon are similar to those of Cali- 
fornia, under which Charlotte Anita 
Whitney, member of the Communist 
Labor party, was convicted and sen- 
tenced to one to 14 years in the pen- 
itentiary. The California law was 
held not to conflict with the Unit- 
ed States Constitution by the Su- 
preme Court in 1927, eight years

a decision which was unanimous 
on that point. Two Justices, how- 
ever, joined in a separate opinion 
in which they said they doubted the 
right of the State to punish Miss 
Whitney under the evidence pre- 
sented at the trial. These were Jus- 
tice Brandeis and the late Justice 
Holmes. The question of sufficiency 
of the evidence was not raised in 
the appeal. 
Pardoned by Governor. 

Miss Whitney did not serve her 
sentence, having been pardoned by 
the Governor of California after the 
Supreme Court had upheld her con- 
viction. 

The Supreme Court held that the 
California statute was not repug- 
nant to the due process clause as 
a restraint of the rights of free 
speech, assembly and association; 
that freedom of speech as guaran- 
teed under the Constitution did not 
confer an absolute right to speak 
as one pleases under all circum- 
stances, without responsibility, and 
that a state, under its police power, 
might punish abuses of speech 
which are inimical to public wel- 
fare. 

The criminal syndicalism laws of 
the two states are war-time statutes, 
prompted primarily by the radical 
activities of the old I. W. W., whose 
members frequently engaged in riot- 


: 


ous demonstrations and threats of 


violence. These statutes make it a 
criminal offense to advocate or 
teach any doctrine that favors 
force or violence to accomplish in- 
dustrial or political ends, or to af- 
fect political or industrial revolu- 
tion. They also make it a crime to 
be a member of a party or organiza- 
tion which adheres to such doc- 
trine. 


In both the de Jonge and Whit- 
ney cases speeches made by the 
defendants at political meetings 
were the immediate cause of their 
being arrested and accused under 
the criminal syndicalism laws. Both 
asserted in their own defense that 
they were only exercising the right 
of free speech to criticise conditions 
which they thought should be 
changed and denied having advo- 
cated violence. 


History of De Jong Case. 


De Jonge was arrested in a po- 
lice raid July 27, 1934, on a Com- 
munist meeting in Portland’s west- 
side waterfront district. He had 
made a speech there in which, it 
was alleged, he bitterly criticised 
conditions at the county jail and 
in fiery manner denounced city 
police for their conduct in connec- 
tion with a strike of maritime work- 
ers then in progress. He was said 
to have publicly proclaimed his be- 
lief in Communist principles and 
his membership in the party. 

At his tria] before Circuit Judge 
Kanzler in November, 1934, he 
‘preached the doctrine of Commun- 
ism from the witness stand, when 
testifying in his own behalf. There 
was read into the record a great 
mass of Communistic literature to 
support the theory that the organ- 
ization, of which the defendant ad- 
mitted being a member, advocated 
subversive doctrines. 

The jury deliberated 24 hours be- 
fore returning a verdict of guilty, 
carrying with it a sentence of seven 
years in prison. The vote was 10 
for conviction to two for acquittal. 
‘A unanimous vote was not neces- 
sary under Oregon law. The jury, 
recommended leniency, but this was 
disregarded by the Court after the 
prosecutor had stated that de Jonge, 
“certainly in contempt of. court,” 
had boasted that he would receive 
leniency.

MEXICO SAYS TWILL 
~ GIVE TROTZKY REFUGE 


Announces Willingness to Ad- 
mit Russian Exile, Now 
in Norway. 


By the Associated Press. 

MEXICO, D. F., Dec. 7, — The 
Foreign Relations Department an- 
nounced last night the Mexican 


Government would permit Leon 
Trotzky, Russian exile now in Nor- 
way, to come to Mexico and remain 
as long as he desires. 

A statement said Trotzky’s. life 
was in grave danger because Euro- 
pean governments had refused him 
‘permission to live within their 
boundaries. , 

The statement said the authoriza- 
tion granted to come to 
Mexico was in line with. Mexico's 
policy of granting “asylum to those 
exiled for -political causes.” 

Reports that Trotzky was seek- 
ing permission to reside in Mexico 
before quitting Norway came last 
week from the Confederation of 
Workers of Mexico, which an- 
nounced it would do everything 
possible to keep him out of the 
country. 

It was stated on good authority 
that Trotzky’s desire to come to 
Mexico was communicated to Presi- 
dent Lazaro Cardenas by Diego 
Rivera, noted mural painter. Rivera 
went to Torreon, Coahuila, North- 
ern Mexico, 10 days ago to confer 
with the President. 

The Foreign Office statement did 
not indicate the channel through 
which the Trotzky petition had 
come, saying only it was urgent in 
view of the expiration soon of his 
permit to remain in Norway. 

The statement pointed out that 
granting of asylum “does not pre- 
suppose, of itself, affinity of 
thought, of purpose or of tenden- 
cies between the country which 
concedes it and the individual who 
benefits by it.” 

“This concept is so evident,” the 
statement continued, “that it is ex- 
pressed here only to avert errone- 
ous interpretations, which might 
mistakenly be encouraged.” 


Trotzky Doubtful About Accepting 
Mexican Offer.

Marriott’s Work on Hyperinsulinism. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatcn: 

Y attention has been called to a re- 

cent letter that appeared 
Post-Dispatch by Drs. David Barr and 
Evarts Graham in which they are very 
generous in giving me credit for priority 
in recognizing a disease called hyper- 
insulinism. 

While Dr. KcKim Marriott may not 
have been the first one to report a case 
of hyperinsulinism, 
credit for his studies on that subject. His 
address at the meeting of the Southern 
Medical Association in Richmond in 1933, 
when he reported the first case of a living 
infant known to have hyperinsulinism, 
did much to create an interest in the sub- 
ject among pediatricians, and since then 
a number of American clinicians have re- 
ported cases in children. This case, op- 
erated upon by Dr. Evarts Graham, who 
performed the first subtotal pancreatec- 
tomy, thus curing the infant of convul- 
sions, is one of the most remarkable cases 
published in medical literature. 

It should also not be forgotten that the 
first pathological studies of the pancreas 
of a child born of a diabetic mother were 
made by Dr. S. H. Gray, another St. 
Louis physician, in 1926. I may add that 
Dr. Marriott’s co-workers in Washington 
University, Drs. Graham, Barr, Womack, 
Carr, Parker, Grove, Lattimer, Margaret 
Seibels and Smith, have been among the 
pioneers in their studies of hyperinsulin- 
ism, or spontaneous hypoglycemia; and 
they have done more to stimulate others 
to recognize this relatively frequent dis- 
ease entity than any other group of scien- 
tific investigators in the world. 

The nation lost its most illustrious 
pediatrician in the death of Dr. Marriott. 
His name and fame will live in medical 
history for his really great achievements 
in the study and practice of the diseases 
of childhood.

| CENSORSHIP FAILS AGAIN. — 
British newspapers for months imposed censorship 
upon themselves in the matter of the King’s friend- 
ship with Mrs. Simpson. Doing so, they failed in 


since the country has been plunged into an acute 
constitutional crisis and the dam of news suppression 
has been broken. 

The British public, it is reported, is bewildered by 
the sudden storm. Confronted by a set of facts hith- 
erto unknown, or known only in distorted versions, 
the people are confused by the developments, The 
crisis, it is safe to say, would not be nearly so. un- 
settling to the country had an informed public been 
prepared for it. | 

The folly of censorship is again fllustrated, this 
time on a colossal scale. As usual, censorship did not 
really suppress, for news came in from abroad 
through private channels, and rumors were trans- 
mitted by word of mouth, with the exaggerations 
common to gossip. When the facts at length were 
presented by the press, they had a far more sensa- 
tional aspect than that which the British press de- 
plores in American journals. — ee 

It was a curious development in a democracy that 
the press seemingly felt the people could not be 
trusted with the facts. Perhaps the policy grew out 
of exaggerated deference to the crown, though ap- 
parently at no time did the King reqtest suppression 
of the news. If the British press in future finds 


to impose official censorship and cites the recent 
precedent, the press can blame only its mistake in 
judgment in the Simpson case. 
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A GOOD FIGHT RENEWED. 
The fight to repeal the teachers’ oath statute in 
Massachusetts has been resumed, as it was certain 
to be. State Representative Luitwieler of Newton has 
already filed a repeal bill on the legislative calendar 
of the forthcoming session. A second petition for re- 
peal is being prepared by the Massachusetts State 
Council of Teachers’ Unions. Last year the presi- 
dents of the leading colleges and universities in Mas- 
sachusetts joined in opposing the law, several of them 
testifying at the hearings. Every indication is that 
they will lead the battle again. 
Whether the historic Bay State will remove its 
version of this unwise, ineffectual type of law remains 
to be seen. This much can be said, however: The 
fight this time will be under much more favorable 
auspices. Gov. James M. Curley, who signed the oath 
bill and attacked its critics, was repudiated at the 
polls last month, when he sought a Senate seat. More- 
over, with 61 of the 96 anti-repeal State Representa- 
tives also defeated, the issue now is certain to come 
to the floor for debate and a vote on its merits. Re- 
peal seems a likelihood. 
The next round of the Legislatures should see the 
abandonment of the teachers’ oath in many states. If 
it never should have enacted so pernicious a law, Mas- 
sachusetts, the cradle of liberty, is peculiarly fitted 
to lead the way of repeal. 
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CROSBY BINGS THE NAVY. 
It begins to look as if we shall have to revise our 
estimate of crooners, in‘so far as they have been rated 
as lacking in manly attributes. In the case of Bing 
Crosby at least. Bing, according to advices from 
Hollywood, has challenged a sizable section of the 
United States navy to battle, singly or collectively, 
with fists, and has found no takers. 
The crooner, it seems, was dining at a San Diego 
night club and some sailors were there, and they 
made remarks derogatory of crooners in general and 
Mr. Crosby in particular. Sailors, as is well known, 
when aroused have a way of speaking to‘the point. 
The point in the case of Mr. Crosby was that they 
disapproved of him and his works. Bing turned upon 
his tormentors and, it is said, talked bass to them: 
“I don’t want any trouble, boys—get that straight. 
But if you guys will come at me one at a time, I'll 
take on one, or all.” 
It was a broadside at the navy, nothing less, and 
the navy was blown out of the water. While it floun- 
dered, the police came and saved the Stars and Stripes 
by a command for all hands to cease firing. 
Detractors may say that there was a fear in navy 
circles that if Mr. Crosby was crowded too much 
he would croon, but that is an assumption. The fact, 
as reported, is that he invited the navy guys to come 
on and they didn’t come on. 
It does not greatly matter, as a question of valor, 
that the crooner afterward said it was the populace, 
not the navy, that picked on him. There was a bit 
of confusion and it might have been either, or both. 
The fact remains, though, that Crosby defied the mob 
and got away with it.

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A CAMPAIGN FOR WINE. 
The American Champagne Guild is planning a cam- 
paign of education. It hopes to popularize the drink- 
ing of wine in the United States.

turning to & liberal foreign policy. 

Ten years ago, the United States 

was feared and distrusted every- 
: where south of the Rio Grande. The 
yonroe Doctrine, which had once 
meant only that the Americas were 
closed to European colonial expan- 
sion, had been expanded and per- 
verted into a claim that the whole 
region of the Caribbean was in ef- 
fect the empire of the United States, 

As late as 1926, there was a strong 

ty in the United States working 
for the occupation of Mexico. The 
armed forces of the United States 
were intervening continually in 
many of the Caribbean countries. 

In commercial policy, we were ac- 
tuated by a crude economic nation- 
alism, forcing our exports abroad, 
refusing to take imports in return. 
private interests, backed by the 
Government, were challenging the 
sovereignty of several of the Latin 
states, backing one faction against 
another, and entangling the United 
States in their internal affairs. 

The American public has never 
fully understood how bad things 
were in this hemisphere in those 
days, and how dangerously we were 
drifting into a policy of aggression 
which would have provoked  ha- 
treds aS poisonous as those of Cen- 
tral and Eastern Europe. -It was 

only when things were at their very 

worst that the United States drew 
back and began that reversal of its 
policy which has borne fruit today 
in the remarkable change of feeling 


at Buenos Aires. 
» . a 


The man who inaugurated this 
change of United States policy was 
Dwight W. Morrow and the occasion 
was his mission to Mexico. When 
he went to Mexico City, the Coolidge 
administration had drifted to the 
very edge of war. But Morrow was 

genuine liberal, not merely a sen- 
timental liberal, who thoroughly 
understood the liberal policy in pub- 
lic affairs. 

He really believed in the self- 
government of peoples as the surest 
way to achieve domestic peace. He 
really believed inthe freest possible 
trade. He really disbelieved in the 
use of force to acquire concessions 
and special privileges, or to col- 
lect debts. And though President 
Coolidge had no very clear ideas 


ferred a quiet life and he knew 
two things: that his administration 


trust his classmate and friend to 
get him out of it. 

Morrow succeeded in destroying 
the influence of the intervention- 
ists and in giving the policy of the 
United States a wholly new direc- 
tion, a wholly different intention, a 
wholly different mood. His mis- 
sion marked the decisive end of our 
perialism in this hemisphere, the 
abrupt abandonment of what was 
popularly known as dollar diploma- 
cy. 

His work was carried on by 
Reuben Clark as Under-secretary of 
State and as Ambassador to Mexi- 
cc. It was Mr. Clark who wrote 


the historic memorandum demon-

strating that the Monroe Doctrine 
has no rightful connection with the 
idea that the United States could 
or should intervene at will in this 
hemisphere. 

Thereafter, under President Hoo- 
ver and Secretary Stimson, the re- 
versal of policy went forward. We 
not only ceased to intervene but 
we began to withdraw our marines 
from the countries where they had 
intervened. On this foundation 
President Roosevelt and Secretary 
Hull have built. They adopted the 
new liberal policy and called it the 
policy of the good neighbor. They 
have carried it much further. 

Their great contribution has been 
in supplementing the Morrow pol- 
icy of political non-interference and 
of personal respect for Latin-Amer- 
ican sovereignty with the liberalism 
of much freer trade. They have 
seen that it was to our advantage 
and to that of the other American 
states that trade should be freer, 
and they have promoted order in 
countries like Cuba, for example, 
not by force but by giving the peo- 
ple a chance to earn a living.

Let no one say, therefore, that 
the greater peace and good will 
which prevail in this hemisphere 
are due solely to the fact that it is 
less crowded and that it is without 
the ancient animosities of Europe. 
This hemisphere enjoys a relatively 
more civilized political existence 
because it has consciously adopted 
a policy which promotes a civilized 
existence. 

Things might easily have gone 
the other way here, too, and the 
only reason they did not was that 
at the crucial moment there were 
effective men who had the courage 
of liberal ideas. The same poisons 
were working here: in 1926 the war 
party was proclaiming that without 
intervention Bolshevism would con- 
solidate itself in Mexico and Nica- 
ragua and pervade the two con- 
tinents. Even our own State De- 
partment was talking in that fash- 
ion just before Ambassador Mor- 
row went to Mexico. 

All this is worth recalling, be- 
cause it shows that if things are 
better in the Americas today, they 
are better because they have been 
made better when they might have 
been made worse. The relative 
peace of these continents is not an 
accidental blessing. It has been 
earned. It has been deliberately 
arrived at. And it will grow 
stronger, not because the people 
of this hemisphere are better peo- 
ple than the Europeans, but only 
as they continue to follow the bet- 
ter policy which they have at last 
adopt®a. 

So when we say that the peace 
of the American system is an ex- 
ample, the point to be emphasized 
is that the American system exem- 
plifies above all the enlightenment 
of a great Power which has delib- 
erately renounced imperialism and 
the alleged profits of aggression.

That is the only reason why the 
expansion of our own armaments 
arouses no fears today either in 
Latin America or in Canada. 

Our neighbors know, not from 
our protestations, but from our 
acts over a period of 10 years— 
from the peaceable solution of our 
disputes with Mexico, from the 
withdrawal of our armed forces, 
from the Hull treaties and from the 
inner convictions of those who now 
control our foreign policy—that the 
United States Navy is in truth not 
an instrument of aggression 
against any one of them. They 
have come to know that the United 
States has renounced imperialism 
because the people of the United 


States now deeply disbelieve in it.

Tells Ethical Society Americans 
Tolerate Collectively What 
They Abhor Individually. 


Starvation, want and misery on 
the one hand, high ethical and 
moral principles on the other—that 
was the inconsistent picture of 
American life drawn by Norman 
Thomas, Socialist nominee for 
President in the recent campaign, 
in an address here yesterday. He 
spoke at the regular morning serv- 
ice of the Ethical Society of — St. 
Louis at the Sheldon Memorial. His 
subject was “Ethics and Politics in 
Our Modern World.” 

He found it hard to reconcile 
the high principles of the great 
majority of persons in their private 


conditions of virtual slavery on the 
cotton plantations of the South and 
of extreme poverty among the work- 


the rich farming areas producing 
the fruits and vegetables necessary 
for the balanced diets of the well- 
fed part of the population. 


Obstacle to Abundance. 


He stated the conclusion, famil- 
iar to those who heard or read his 
campaign speeches, that America 
is equipped today, through the 
blessings of machinery and scien- 
tific advancement, to produce: an 
abundance for all, but that only by 
translation of ethical principles into 
political and social action will it be 
possible to distribute the products 
of the workers—so that the needs 
of all may be adequately supplied. 
This desirable end cannot be ac- 
complished under the capitalistic 
economic structure existing today, 
he asserted. 

Challenging the large audience, 
obviously living in a comparatively 
high degree of comfort and plenty, 
he declared that many were invest- 
ors, directly or indirectly, in in- 
dustrial enterprises whose financial 
welfare rested largely on a policy 
of keeping as low as possible the 
wages of workers. "The investment 
of the majority was indirect, in the 
form of savings bank deposits or in- 
surance policies, and the individuals 
were hardly conscious of it, he ex- 
plained. ’ 

. He went further, however, and as- 
serted that the houseswives in com- 
fortable homes all over the country, 
women in the churches, clubs and 
ethical study groups, had a direct 
interest in keeping down the wages 
of some of the lowest paid work- 
ers. That interest was that these 
housewives might continue to pro- 
cure for their own families at low 
prices oranges, grapefruit, lettuce 
and other vegetables the year round. 
No Escape From Facts. 

“Can -we close our eyes to it?” he 
asked. “Can we hide from the facts 
as in a monastery? No, we cannot 
escape the cold facts.” 

The speaker conceded that the 
competitive conditions of life to- 
day were largely responsible for a 
calloused state of public opinion 
toward practices in business and in 
group or associated action, which 


tions between individuals. There 
was one moral and ethical stand- 
ard for the individual in his direct 
relations with his fellowmen, he 
said, and another, much lower, for 
the conduct of affairs in associa- 
tion, or group action. Here he 
fouched, very briefly, on the 
philosophy of co-operative eco- 
nomic effort as a means of reliev- 
ing property and equitably distri- 
buting the products of national in- 
dustry. 

“We have the means in the world 
today, in our machines and inven- 
tions, to conquer poverty,” he said. 
“Our ancestors did not. It may 
have been necessary for earlier civ- 
ilizations to rest on the exploitation 
of human labor. Today, however, 
it is possible for civilization to rest 
on nothing but the exploitation of 
the machine—not of man. 

“Our ethics are dust until made 
dominant in the field of social ac- 
tion, political and economic. Un- 
fortunately, it is not from our 
churches or ethical societies that 
are recruited today the pioneers 
who doing the work necessary to 
be done if we are to escape from 
our economic plight.” - | 

The speaker, a former Presbyte- 
rian minister, acknowledged that it 
is not possible to find a rational an- 
ewer to all of the problems of the 
modern world strictly within the 
scope of high ethical and moral doc- 
trines. There was the problem of 
war, for instance. It was abhorrent 
to his ideas of ethics and morals. 
But, he continued, when Fascism 
attacks a people seeking to govern 
themselves through democratic 
methods, as in Spain, what can that 
people do but fight?

mittee, immediately take cognizance 
of the outbreak of hostilities in or- 
der that they may determine forth- 
with, either jointly or individually, 
whether such. hostilities shall be 
regarded as constituting a state of 
war so as to call into effect the neu- 


trality provisions of the present 
convention. 

Should there be a declaration, by 
one or other of the parties, of the 
existence of a state of war, and 
notification thereof be made to the 
other states parties to this conven- 
tion, such notification shall auto- 
matically call into effect the neu- 
trality provisions of the present con- 
vention. 

(b) It is contemplated that, in 
regard to the question whether hos-

the contracting parties, or between 
two or more signatory ‘states not

who debated the Spanish situation 
before the Liberal Forum at the Y. 
M. H. A. 

But agreement on this point, virt- 
ually the only one upon which they 
found themselves in accord except 
in their common abhorrence of war, 
did not go far. Stewart contended 
there were comparatively few Com- 
munists among the loyalists and 
that the issue was democracy 
against fascism, Father Magner as- 
serted that the insurgents included 
many non-fascist groups and that 
the issue was democracy against 
Communism. 

Both speakers had visited Spain 
since the establishment of the re- 
public six years ago but found 
themselves in disagreement as_ to 
facts as well as opinions, particu- 
larly with reference to the Catholic 
Church and the part it had played 
in the history of the country. Stew- 
art recently returned from a visit 
which enabled him to witness hos- 
tilities, Father Magner has lived 
in Spain and in 1933 and 1934 vis- 
ited the country in layman’s garb, 
he said, in order that more frank 
opinions might be obtained from 
those he interviewed concerning 
the government. 

Says Church Is in Politics. 

“One of the reasons the situa- 
tion is so misunderstood in the 
United States,” Stewart said, “is 
because a person naturally thinks 
the status of the church in Spain 
is similar to that it occupies here. 
In the United States, the Catholic 
clergy is tecognized for its many 
highly. intelligent and _ socially 
minded leaders, and with one ex- 
ception which I need not mention 
by name, does not meddle in poli- 
tics. In Spain, the church has been 
up to its neck in politics for years. 

“The church and state have beén 
adjuncts of one: another and both 
have oppressed the people. Dur- 
ing the monarchy, bishops received 
appointment from the king and 
were members of the Spanish sen- 
ate. The Catholic Church had a 
monopoly in the field of religion 

and maintained the only school sys- 
tem. As a result, Spain has had 
the highest rate of illiteracy in Eu- 
rope. The church failed to meet 
the spiritual needs of the people.” 

Stewart added with emphasis that 
a distinction should be made be- 
tween the priests, poorly paid by 
the government under the mon- 
archy, and the politically ambitious 


members of the clergy in the high- 


er ranks. Churches were burned 
in 1835 and 1931 us well as this 
year, he observed, asserting that it 
was a warning of an oppressed peo- 
ple that the church should refrain 
from political activity. 

Little Support from People. 

The revolution has little support 
from the people, Stewart said, and 
is being carried on by the army and 
its mercenaries through the aid of 
Germany and Italy. 

“The question,” he said in con- 
clusion, “is whether Spain shall have 
a modern democratic government or 
go back to oppression of the six- 
teenth century.” 

Prefacing his argument with the 
statement that he represented 
neither the official voice nor the 
attitude of the Catholic church and 
was expressing only his personal 
opinion, Father Magner told of his 
visits to Spain and deplored the 
cruelty of the rebellion and casual- 
ties to non-belligerents. 

“I oppose the extremes of Com- 
munism and Fascism,” he went 
on. “I stand for democracy. We dif- 
fer as.to the side from which de- 
mocracy may be expected to come. 
If we lean far enough left, every- 
thing to the right of us looks like 
Fascism, and if it is to the right 
we lean, all to the left appears to 
be Communism. Communism and 
Fascism are terms that are cast 
about carelessly.” 

Father Magner, approving sepa- 
ration of church and state as “one 
of the finest things that could be 
done,” contended that the Spanish 
monarchy had tried to make the 
church an agency of its own. 

Says State Hurt Church. 

“The state was constantly med- 
dling in the affairs of the church 
and the church long protested 
against the state naming the Bish- 
ops. Priests interested in inaugu- 
rating social reforms were called 
off by the Bishops. The people of 
Spain gave nothing to the church 
and the priests suffered a loss of 
prestige because the people looked 
upon them as agents of the state.” 

The only charitable work in 
Spain, he continued, was done by 
the priests, the brothers and the 
sisters of the church. Burning of 
churches in other years, he replied 
to Stewart, was the result of ac- 
tivity of smal] bands similar to the

HE PUT $83,000 IN 


MO. LIFE GO, DEAL 


Son-in-Law of Rockefeller 
Jr. Tells of Transaction 
in Which $1,000,000 
Profit Was Made. 


MEMBERS OF FAMILY 
PARTIES TO TRUST 


In Interview Before Con- 
gressional Hearing, Says 
Father-in-Law Had No 
Part in It.

CHICAGO, Dec. 7. — David M. 
Milton, son-in-law od John OD. 
testified today be- 
fore the Sabath congressional com- 
mittee that he personally invested 
about $83,000 in Equity Corpora- 
tion, which financed the deal for 
the General American Insurance 
Co. of St. Louis, in which Milton 
and associates made a $1,000,000 
profit. Milton’s personal part of the 
profit was not brought out. 

Milton said, that in a deal leading 
up to that for the St. Louis insur- 
ance company, he ahd members of 
his family were parties to a trust 
which made a $250,000 investment, 
Milton's share of this being one- 
third, the $83,000 previously men- 
tioned. 

Rockefeller Jr. Not In It. 

In an interview before he went 
on the witness stand, Milton said 
that his father-in-law, Rockefeller, 
had “no connection whatever with 
Equity Corporation.” 

The $250,000 preliminary deal de- 
scribed by Milton was for purchase 
of the stock of the American Col- 
ony Insurance Co., a fire insurance 
company. This stock was ex- 
changed for 42,000 shares of Con- 
solidated Funds Corporation. 

About June 1, 1933, at the time 
of- the plan for the creation of the 
General American Life to take over 
the Missouri State Life assets, con- 
solidated Funds invested $1,000,000 
in‘the stock of Equity Corporation, 
amounting to about one-third of 
the stock. Because of the fact that 
the remainder of the stock was 
widely scattered, control was ac- 
tually in the Milton interests. 

Equity Corporation controlled 
many other corporations,. among 
them Allied General Chain-and Gen- 
eral Equities and Inter-State Equi- 
ties. Milton; as president of Equity, 
controlled that corporation and thus 
the subsidiary corporations, 

When the deal for acquisition by 
General American of the assets of 
the insolvent Missouri State Life 
Insurance Co, came up, Equity Cor- 
poration became syndicate manag- 
er, and the $2,000,000 needed of the 
capital and surplus of General 
American was supplied by the three 
subsidiaries,-$1,500,000 by Inter-state 
Equities, and $250,000 each by Allied 
General and Chain, and General. 

Milton said, at the outset cf his 
testimony, that he desired to co- 
operate with the committee. He 
said the full record of the Equity 
Corporation was on file with the 
Securities Exchange Commission in 
Washington. He asked that, if 
there should be a conflict between 
his testimony and the record held 
by the SEC, he might have the priv- 
illege of correcting his testimony. 


Milton at His Ease. 


Milton, - gray-haired, middle-aged 
New Yorker, was perfectly at ease 
as he began his testimony. 

He said he became president of 
Equity Corporation in June, 1933. 
He could not recall the number of. 
shares of Equity when he became 
president, nor the name of his 
predecesor as president. He final- 
ly said he thought he was S. W. An- 
derson, who had had no business 
connection with him. 

Before becoming president of 
“quity, Milton said he was a part- 

er in the law firm of Satterlee & 
Canfield, which had as clients a 
few small investment trusts. He 
had had no connections with per- 
‘ons connected with the Missouri 
State Life Insurance Co. 

His first experience with life in- 
surance, he testified, was as attor- 
hey for the Industrial Finance Cor-

The Sabath Committee made 
known its purpose to examine stock 
transfer books of the Missouri State 
Life for 1932 and 1933, to ascertain 
whether any officers or directors 
disposed of their stock in the pe- 
riod just before the company’s, col- 
lapse in the summer of 1933. 

At the opening of today’s hear- 
ing, Examiner James P. Sullivan 
attempted to get Allen May, general 
solicitor of General American and 
formerly general counsel of Mis- 
souri State Life, to say that the 
then Missouri Insurance Superin- 
tendent, Joseph B. Thompson, had 
told the Missouri State Life direc- 
tors in February, 1932, that the com- 
pany “was irretrievably insolvent.” 
May testified that he did not hear 
Thompson make the statement, but 
that he recalled Thompson’s having 
said, after the collapse, that he had 
so notified the company. 

In response to questions, May 
said he did not.believe there were 
many transfers of stock in 1932 and 
1933, and that he knew of no such 
transfers by officers and directors 
of the company. 

Sullivan insisted the stock boo 
should be made available to th 
committee and May agreed that 
they would be ready when the com- 


“mittee wanted them. 


May was taken over the difficul- 
ties of the Missouri State Life prior 
to the collapse in 1933. 


His testimony was that the com- 
pany was in bad shape for several 
years due to “mismanagement and 
manipulation, struggles for stock 
control, and adverse publicity.” He 
said that when the depression was 
at its height the demands of policy- 
holders’ for policy loans and cash 
surrender values could not be met 
and that in 1932 it. appeared that 
the company probably would not 
last out the year.

Prior to the directors’ meeting of 
Missouri State Life in January, 
1932, there was a fight for Missouri 
State Life proxies, and the Dor- 
sey. interests elected former Fed- 
eral Judge Charles I. Dawson, as 
president of Missour!

Thompson, the Missouri: insurance 
superintendent, demanded that the 
Barnes-Cohen-Greenfield interests 
set up a voting trust which would 
work in harmony with the St. Louis 
interests in the Missouri State.

Appraisal Is Necessary 
Because of Time Since 
Litigation Began. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—The:Su- 


preme Court today directed the Fed- 


eral District Court for the District 
of Columbia to pass again on petit 
tions to delay trial in that court 


‘of suits challenging the constitu- 


tionality of the Public Utility Hold- 
ing Company Act until a final de- 
cision is obtained on a test case 
filed by the Government against 
the Electric Bond & Share Co. 

Justice Cardozo delivered the un- 
animous decision which reversed a 
ruling by the Court of Appeals for 
the District of Columbia, declining 
to postpone trial in the district 
court of cases filed by the North 
American -Co., and the American 
Waterworks and Electric Co., Inc. 

Holding that considerable time 
had elapsed since the litigation was 
started, the court said, “There must 
be a new appraisal of the facts by 
the court whose function it is to 
exercise discretion.” 

“Immoderate” Stay. 

The Supreme Court said that to 
hold up the other cases pending a 
final decision by the Supreme Court 
in the Electric Bond & Share case 
would be an “immoderate” stay. 

It directed the lower court to de- 
termine whether it would be proper 
to hold up the other cases until the 
Southern New York District Court 
had ruled in the Bond & Share case, 
and fixed the “uttermost limit” of 
a stay, the first decision in that 
case. It refused to say whether the 
lower court “should even go so 
far” as that. 

Government attorneys, in their 
arguments, had explained the suit 
would effect “some 40 cases” filed in 
various Federal courts. They asked 
that the litigation be delayed in or- 
der to avoid a flood of “complicated 
a .d expensive suits.” 

Solicitor-General Stanley Reed, 
speaking for the Government, tgld 
the Supreme Court that the s-‘it 
against Electric Bond &° Share 
would provide an ideal test- since 
the company is the “best known and 
one of the oldest of the great public 
utility holding company systems.” 

Case Argued Recently. 

Arguments in the Electric Bond 
& Share case recently were heard 
in the Southern New York Court. 

John C. Higgins, attorney for the 
utility companies, asked for a 
“prompt trial,” for his clients in 
the District of Columbia court and 
said they were “suffering daily a 
tremendous and crippling injury 
while the constitutionality of the 
legislation remained undecided.” 

The Public Utility Holding Com- 
pany Act was passed ‘to regulate 
such companies and to abolish those 
considered undesirable. Constitu- 
tionality of the measure was not at 
issue in the Supreme Court case, 
which involved only questions of 
procedure.

“The week brought forth the heaviest 
railroad purchases in many years, aggre- 
gating 409,000 tons. Since Nov. 1 the 
carriers have purchased some 739,000 tons 
and many thousands of tons of track acces-

The King Is the Judge. 
Kings on Rougher Roads 
Is It Politics? 


By Arthur Brisbane 


(Copyright, 1936.) . 
ODAY’S news, far more impor- 
tant than any English royal 
marriage controversy, concerns 
the health of Pope Pius... The 
whole world, admiring the Pope's 
character and his loyal efforts for 
peace, hopes earnestly for his 
speedy recovery; while millions who 
follow_the Pope's spiritual guid- 
ance pray for that recovery, with 
the Cardinals kneeling at the 
Pope’s bedside. 

In spite of his advanced age, 
there is reason for hope, in his al- 
ways temperate life, and his early 
Alpine climbing expeditions. 


In England, the big papers are 
not published on Sunday, states- 
men cease from troubling, the 
Archbishop of Canterbury is busy 
and the weary public hears little 
of the Wallis Simpson-King Ed- 
ward case. 

There is little news today except 
that Mrs. Simpson, in her first pub- 
lic utterance, says she leaves her 
future and all decisions to the King. 
“The King is the only judge.” 


If King Edward should lose in 
the controversy, as well-informed 
believe he will, another George 
will sit on the throne. The King’s 
brother, now Duke of York, should 
call himself “King George the 
Sixth.” 


Col. Josiah Wedgwood, member 
of Parliament, editor of the offi- 
cial “History of Parliament,” rec- 
ognized authority on Parliament's 
powers, says the oath of allegiance 
already taken by the House of 
Commons settles the matter; the 
presence or absence of any partic- 
ular bishop or archbishop during 
the coronation would make no dif- 
ference. “Anointing with holy oil is 
in line with ecclesiastical tradition,” 
but it is of no consequence. 


King Edward may enjoy reading 
about predecessors who have had 
worse trials than his, “James II ran 
away, threw the Great Seal into 
the Thames, spent the rest of his 
life trying to get it back.” 

Charles I was executed by Crom- 
well, who was born a King on his 
own account and proved himself 
greater than the King due to an 
accident of birth. 

Three English Kings were de- 
posed and privately murdered. 
Richard II abdicated, Parliament 
accepted his resignation and made 
his cousin King; then Richard was 
murdered. 
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Col. Wedgwood wonders that 
anyone should dare suggest the ab- 
dication of “the most popular and 
most’ human King we have ever 
known,” but ingratitude. and hy- 
pocrisy make a.strong combination. 

As regards objections by the 
colonies, South Africa, Australia, 
Canada, Col. Wedgwood remarks: 

“We have to put up with a good 
dea] from the dominions in these 
later days, but we are not yet gov- 
erned by them and need hardly 
change our King suit their tem- 
per or because he marries an Amer- 
ican.” 

Australia, with land-hungry Ja- 
pan’s 70,000,000 and fighting ma- 
chinery so close, should be very 
careful about weakening the Brit- 
ish Empire. 


Papers in the Irish Free State 
denounce the proposed marriage of 
the King, supposedly because of the 
strong Catholic opposition to di- 
vorce. Nevertheless, the Tablet, 
one of London’s most important 
Roman Catholic weeklies, declares 
that laws “extending the right of 
divorce and remarriage to other 
Protestants should extend to the 
King.” 


Some in England believe that 
Baldwin and otlrers oppose the King 
on grounds largely political, dis- 
liking his habit of visiting city 
slums and miserable half-starved 
coal miners and expressing sympa- 
thy for them. 

Such talk by the monarch seems 
like “meddling in government,” and 
might stir up “the dregs,” to whom 
recent British governments have 
paid little attention.

to directed causes, 
mere chance. 

At first glance, the average par- 
ent might be inclined to contra- 
dict this statement; but if he, or 
she, will look closely at the piles of 
brightly colored playthings dis- 
played between now and Christ- 
mas, he will find this statement 
correct. 


Properly, toys should be divided 
into two groups. First: those which 
contribute to the health and de- 
velopment of our children, and sec- 
ond, those designed for relaxation 
only. 

During the last decade several 
well equipped organizations. have 
set about not only to create health- 
giving and mind-developing toys for 
our children, but to spread the gos- 
pel of such a trend to adults, who 
ultimately purchase toys. 

A great deal of promotion re- 
mains to be done, however, for, 
when parents buy toys, they usu- 
ally do it during the last two 
months of the year. Unfortunate- 
ly, the other 10 months find most 
toy departments pushed off into a 
corner where potential buyers al- 
most never stumble onto them. 

For those parents who would like 
to know some of the findings of 
this work, but have little time to 
delve into it, these worthwhile 
points may be considered. 

In outlining the age-limits for 
which certain types of toys have 
been planned there is always the 
danger of running into a group of 
parents who either believe they are 
raising little prodigies—and level- 
headed indeed are the parents who 
do not think their offspring en- 
tirely above and beyond the garden 
variety of their neighbors’—or who 
have been given the child’s I. Q. 
and forever after use it as an in- 
flexible measuring stick. 

Both these attitudes can be cov- 
ered by a single observation. 

No matter how advanced your 
children may be, or what I. Q. rat- 
ing has been given them, the fact

still remains that their systems and 
their mental reactions, are affected 
by surrounding conditions. To», 
unless they play either entirely 
alone, or in a selected group—and 
both of these instances are the ex- 
ception, rather than the rule—they 
will fall into the general average 
of what is appropriate for their age 
group. The average has been de- 
termined by study and general grad- 
ing of thousands of normal chil- 
dren. The only real exceptions are 
the physically and mentally handi- 
capped; apd they should be the re- 
cipients of very carefully selected 
toys. 

Two more points that also cause 
an odd and unwise choice cof toys 
are, first, the unwillingness, or in- 
ability, of adults to see the possi- 
bility of painless education, or piay 
value, of a certain item. Parents 
have the unfortunate habit of over- 
looking the possibilities of converti- 
ble, or two and three way, toss. 
They are inclined to regard them 
as too complicated. That very 
complication, in most cases, is edu- 
cational and entertaining to the 
curious mind of a child. And in all 
probability, the toy has been con- 
structed for just that entertainment 
value. 

The other buying oddity is quite 
the reverse. The parent buys what 
he, or she, remembers that he or 
she liked to play with as a child. 
Electric trains are the most blatant 
example of this. Not that children 
do not like trains. They do. But 
often a father spends entirely too 
much of the toy-budget for this one 
item, and then wonders why his 
child complains that he didn’t get 
anything for Christmas. Too, this 
reversal to frustrated childhood in- 
cludes the danger of selecting some- 
thing that children of this genera- 
tion do not understand and will not 
appreciate. 

One of the points decided upon 
unanimously, in connection with the 
acceptance of toys by American 
children, is that they must in some 
way imitate or suggest what their 
elders are doing this week, or this 
year. 

For the ‘infant and very young 
toddler, to two years of age, 
toys should be of bright, abso- 
lutely fast color so that they can- 


not be’ licked off, and will stand 
repeated scrubbings for sanitary 
reasons. They should be light in 
construction, so as not tc strain 
small muscles yet sturdy enough not 
to crush or fall apart. Edges should 
be* softened, corners biunted and 
pieces that come apart or go to- 
gether must not be at all compli- 
cated. 
. s « 

N THIS group are the rattles, soft 

balls, stuffed or rubber dolls, ani- 

mals and birds, building blocks 
and simple exercisers. Any noise 
toy should be selected for a soft and 
pleasing sound, This tends to lull, 
rather than excite a child, as well 
as to encourage him te play quietly 
at times so that he can catch a 
soft musical note or gong. 

The pre-kindergarten age finds 
the children beginning to co-ordi- 
nate eyes, mind and muscles. Sim- 
ple building sets, picture books, 
push-and-pull toys, small replicas 
for housekeeping activities and ped- 


al-and-wheel toys belong in this - 


group. | 

In choosing pedal toys there is a 
definite course to adopt. Most of 
these items are made of solid or 
tube metal and the weight is gauged 
for a definite age period. This is 
especially true of velocipedes. No 
matter how thrifty one would like 
to be, it is unwise to select a veloci- 
pede that will last more than two 
years, 

If it is bought at Christmas time 
it should be selected for the age 
that the child will be in the spring 
—unless one lives in a temperate 
climate where it, may be used out 
of doors , immediately. For if the ve- 
locipede is too heavy, even though 
blocks are attached to enable short 
legs to reach the pedals comforta- 
bly, it will strain the child's mus- 
cles as well ag tire him so that 
the full enjoyment and the benefit 
of the exercise for which it was 
primarily designed is sacrificed. 

This is also true of dolls, and 
their carriages. Tiny tots love to 
lug big dolls arbund; and it is a 
temptation to buy a nice big one 
that will “last for years.” Don't. 
It is too heavy; and the carriage 
will be too hard to push. Too, it 
is out of proportion to most of the 
other toys the child possesses. Give

The kindergarten, or pre-school 
age, 4 to 6, is an extremely form- 
ative period. Parents will do 
themselves a favor if they select 
toys most wisely at this age. In 
this group is included construction 
and handcraft sets, as well as such 
a wealth of suggestions that pa- 
rents may be tempted to,crowd the 
child so that he will be “extra 
smart” when he finally starts to 
school. . 

The next age group takes in the 
children in the first three years of 
school, or from 6 to 8 Edu- 
cational items should be left to the 
suggestion and actual practice in 
the school room. Give rather, hand- 
craft sets or games that may be 
played with in groups. 

You will find that sex interests 
diverge at this age. This point 
should be kept in mind, but not em- 
phasized. Because a girl shows no 
inclination to play with @olls does 
not mean that something is wrong. 
She may lean more to dramatizing 
things or to construction, which ul- 
timately may be quite as feminine 
as dolls: - ~ 


HILDREN of this age enjoy 
( gamnee of simple skill which de- 

velop ingeniousness and obser- 
vation. From this age on, play fur- 
niture “just their size” will be ap- 
preciated. 

The next group, 8 to 10, will 
have more definitely developed 
trends in hobbies, vocational lean- 
ings, etc. There are many well 
planned and pre-tested sets on the 
market for these activities. Micro- 
scopes, electrical, chemistry, cast- 
ing, carving and modeling sets; 
sewing, weaving, drawing and 
painting outfits are only a few. 
They come at prices to fit every 
purse. In this group too, more and 
more games that put school devel- 
opment into practice are used. 

For those above 10, junior sport- 
ing goods, supplementary school 
work materials, dramatic and fancy 
dress equipment, more elaborate, 
hobby and construction sets and 
toys that develop a feeling of social 
obligation are recommended. 

While this brief outline may 
sound entirely too educational and 
lacking in play value, such is really 
not the case. It merely serves to 
show what an important part well 
chosen toys can play in the early 
training of your children. 

In the selection of any of the 
types of toys suggested for the 


.|various age groups, there is always 


one thing to remember. Children 
will be greatly disappointed if the 
toys they receive, either durifg 
the holiday season or in the 


months to follow, have not been | 


inspired or patterned by some so- 
cial trend or celebrity of current 
vogue. 

But tucked away beneath this 
outer streamlined, news-trend, 
celebrity-inspired exterior, is a 
well-balanced ration of “painless” 
education and constriictive play, if 
parents will only give a little 
thought to the proper selection. 

Two points still remain un- 
touched, One, the individual prob- 
lem of choosing items to be played 
with in a limited space. That will

T this point West played as

He allowed himself to be misled, 
however, by the superficial reason- 
ing that, if he put up the ace, dum- 
my’s long heart might be estab- 
lished. It should have been ap- 
parent that this could not happen. 
Two additional spade leads would 
take all of decilarer’s and all of 
dummy’s trumps and would leave 
the declarer completely unprotected 
in the club suit. 

As played, the heart king won 
the trick, and now a club was led 
and ruffed with declarer’s smail 
spade. The diamond king . was 
cashed and a heart discarded; then 
another diamond led and ruffed 
with dummy’s low trump. Now, 
with only the ten of spades, two 
hearts and one club left in dummy, 
and the queen of spades, two hearts 
and a diamond in declarer’s hand, 
declarer had only one more trick 
to win in order to fulfill his con- 
tract. This was, of course, easy. 
He led dummy’s last club and 
ruffed with the spade queen, and 
West was “stuck.” If he over- 
ruffed, dummy’s spade ten would 
produce the last trick and, if he 
did not, both the queen and. ten 
would be bound to make.

OING about where children are

“Billy never 
combs his hair, 
does he?

“Why aren’t your books covered? 
You’re the only boy in the section 
with an uncovered book.

Awfully busy about nothing?”

No school child forgets @ hun- 
dred per cent, so there is always 
something to cheer about if one 
looks for it, and one cheer is worth 
a hundred jabs.

HAT a man says to his wife

“The idea of getting married to 
build a home—not a house but a 
home—is no longer the thought of 
many” young people who decide to 
marry.

R. JOHNSON _ realizes that 
thinking people can discover the 
flawe in modern marriage as 
well as he, and yet, at his lectures 
seats ate often at more of a pre 
mium than at a Harlow-Gable mio- 
vie.

DR. C. OSCAR JOHNSON , 
in New York where a man and a 
maid met at a restaurant and 55 
minutes later they were man and 
wife. I also know of a case of a 
professor who has been courting 
his “intended’ for 15 years. Now if 
that couple who married after a 55 
minutes’ courtship were con- 
vinced at the time that both were 
Christians with Christian ideals, 
then there was no need for a long- 
er courtship. In the case of the 
man who has been engaged for 15 
years, he has had more. than 
enough time to become acquainted 
with his fiancee and know whether 
he wants to marry her. I don't 
think courtships should be too 
short, but the length of time should 
depend entirely on how long it 
takes two people to decide that 
their desires and ideals and char- 
acter traits are compatible. Now- 
adays most young couples know 
about everything else before they 
are married, but they don’t know 
éach other.” ' . 

On the stibject of courtship, Dr. 
Johnson believes that it is better to 
hold hands on the parlor sofa than 
in a flivver in Forest Park. He is 
a believer in hand-holding, for 
both married and unmarried, but 


thinks that courtship carried on, 


in the parlor before marriage is 
more conducive to good home- 
building than keeping company in 
flivvers and night clubs. 

“And once married,” emphasized 
Dr. Johnson, “every wife should 
live on her husband’s income. Con-

is one of the things that have sent 
many marriages to the rocks. The 
habit of living on a double income 
is hard to break, and even though 
the wife's income may provide her 
with the things that her husband 
cannot afford, coming home to a 
sinkful of dishes left from break- 
fast after a day at the office is 
more than most marriages can sur- 
vive. And every couple should 
have a home of their own—away 
from in-laws. Even if it is only a 
meal sack hung on a peg in the 
wall, it must be a place of which 
they can say, “This is our home.’ ”’ 

“And remember that hotise and 
home are not synonymous,” cau- 
tioned Dr. Johnson. “I have seen 
the most beautiful Mansions that 
were sordid under the  pro- 
tection of wealth, and I have seen 
the most humble of share-croppers’ 
cabins that were beautiful because 
they were homes. No amount of 
monéy Will make a home if love, and 
faith and prayer and religion are 
lacking. And where you find love, 
faith, prayer and religion you may 
be sure you have foulind a home that 
will stand the test. I do not say 
that all homes that will stand the 
test are to be found among de- 
voted church people. Right now I 
am thinking of a Woman who came 
to me and asked me to help her 
patch up her broken home. Her 
husband hag turned to another 
wothan and, too late, she discovered 
that she wanted him back. If he 
loves her still, there is a chance;

and a Less Prosaic 
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can do. Where love is lacking 
there is nothing to build on.” 

To avoid the specter of the other 
woman, Dr. Johnson advises women 
to keep themselves “dolled” up and 
to avoid nagging under any condi- 
tions. Even if you suspect that 
your husband is attracted to what 
he imagines is greener pasture, 
don’t usé your suspicions as ‘ 6x- 
cuses for daily hen-pecking  ses- 
sions. “Remember that nagging 
Never yet won a man back that has 
wandered,” cautions Dr. Johnson, 

“Many a woman expects choco- 
lates, and flowers and presents 
after she is married just because 
she got them before,” the doctor 
philosophized. “She dé6esn’t stop 
to think that the money that 
went for gifts before marriage 
is now taken up by house 
rent. But, on the other hand, a 
man should not take the attitude 
that paying the house rent 
enough. Remembrances on a wife's 
birthday and on such occasions as 
wedding anniversaries will smooth 
out a lot of rough spots in any 
marriage.” 

In one of his series of lectures 
this year, Dr. Johnson suggested, 
“Don’t let anyone cheat you out of 
the sentiment of what the moon 
looks like tonight,” and more than 
one man who holds with the theory 
that moonlight and marriage don’t 
mix indulged in a few derisive 
chuckles. But Dr. Johnson sticks 
to his story and says: “If there 
were sOme way to catch that sern- 
timent and crystallize it, we would 
have the solution to most of the 
difficulties in our home today. It 
ig the one supreme tie that binds 
us into a happy family. How much 
it means to havé the music of love 
in the home you wish to perpetu- 
ate!

OM™ WHERE in_ his book, “The 
American Language,” 'H. Ik. 
Mencken ¢alls attention to the 
colorful slang phrasé, “It won't get 
well if you pick it.” He does not, 
however, explain that this bit of 
slang represents very sound surgi- 
cal advice. To the surgeon, pimples 
are innocent little boils, made up 
of a central area of pus and bac- 
teria. Both the pus and the bac- 
teria are limited in their evil ef- 
fects by a barrier of cells that 
Nature throws around thém. Usu- 
ally trouble does not and cannot 
occur unless this barrier is, in 
some way, broken down. 

DON’T PICK ‘EM. 
The most frequent cause for a 
break in the protective guard set 
up by nature is the tendency to fool 
with it. -If people would learn nev- 
er to pick, prick or squeeze pimples, 
they would spare themselves no 
small measure of distress, disability 
and even disaster. 
Particularly does this statement 
apply to pimples located in the re 
gion of the upper lip, nostrils and 
neighboring portions of the cheek. 
This region of the face has beer 
called the dangerous butterfly area, 
because the veins in this region 
carry the blood directly to the base 
of the brain, and because this area 
of the face in its general contour, 
resembles a butterfly with out- 
spread wings. 
If a pimple in this region 
is ‘not roughly tampered with 
and is protected with a small patch 
of zinc oxide adhesive plaster, it 
will disappear 
within a few days. If symptoms of 
acute inflammation should develop, 
they usually regress rapidly under 
the application of hot moist packs. 
By way 6f contrast, let us see 
what may happen if the pimple 
in this area is pricked with a pin 
or needle, or if a so-called “wild 
hair” is plucked out of the center 
of it, or if, worst of all, an attempt 
is made to squeeze out the core. 
TRAGEDY DUE, 
All of these procedures brutalize 
Nature, who frequently manifests 
her resentment by almost immedi- 
ately instituting redness, pain and 
swelling. The previously inoffen- 
sive infection is lit up into a veri- 
table conflagration. The bacteria, 
which had been under fine fre- 
straint, start on a rampage, gain 
entrance into the veins whence they 
are promptly carried inside the 
skull, the chapter ending with a 
fatal meningitis due to an infected 
clot in one of the large veins lying 
at the base of the brain. Thir 
same train of tragie circumstances 
not infrequently occurs when an 
injudicious surgeon attempts to 
hurry up Nature by opening one 
of these pimples with a knife. The 
wise slrgeon avoids interfering 
with an infection in the butterfly 
area, knowing that only fools step 
in where angels fear to tread.
